Fortnight in Review

A few years ago, 
on a spontaneous 
trip to Williams 
Sonoma to purchase special cutters for a 
recipe I wanted to try, the tire blew out on 
my minivan on the highway. I had my four 
year old son and infant daughter asleep in 
the backseat, no cell phone, and no real 
expectation of fixing the thing alone. I did- 
n't have flares, reflectors, or any idea of 
how I was going to get out of this one. 

Before I go further, and in the interest of 
fairness, I should state that my husband 
and I built our marriage on a sort of bad 
Carma/Karma. Not to be punny, we just 
had a lot of automotive bad luck. In one 
case our only car, a midsize Mazda sedan, 
caught fire on Route 128. The electrical 
system caught fire and melted a crater 
the size of a basketball in the dashboard. 
My husband, again without a cell phone, 
called the fire department on the phone of 
a fellow commuter that kindly stopped 
(probably had some laughs over it too, 
and who can blame him?). Because it was 
the interior of the car that was on fire, the

So, there I was, a silly twit without 
phone or clue, stuck in the breakdown 
lane of 128 with my wounded van, woeful- 
ly distant from my destination. I didn't 
know whether to wake the kids and go far 
away from the side of the road and risk 
being covered (literally) in ticks (which, 
I'm sorry to say has happened before) or 
keep them strapped in the van, a veritable 
target for bad drivers. I stayed put and 
waited for someone driving by to call the 
police and report that some idiot woman 
in her gold mom-mobile had a smoking 
tire and was stuck in transportation 
limbo.

Peter Dolan; reporting from Iraq 


The Chinook helicopter went 
wheels up and slowly lifted off 
the ground to begin its gradual 
ascent above the Green Zone 
and into the night sky above 
Baghdad. It was 1AM Sunday 
morning. My destination was 
Taji, 20 miles away, and as the 
first man off I was the last one 
on. This afforded me the best 
view of the sprawling metropo- 
lis below, brilliantly lit and 
seemingly placid, and of the 
second Chinook that had fol- 
lowed us up. The ramp 
entrance in the rear of the big 
bird remained open, and I 
watched the tail gunner double 
check his fastening belt and 
carefully position himself at 
the very edge of the ramp 
behind his machine gun, inches 
away from the open air. 
Transfixed for the first few 
minutes by the awesome sight 
below, I quickly glanced to my 
left at the soldiers and marines 
that had packed the 11-ton 
machine. Just then, several 
loud firecracker pops sounded 
yards away, and I turned to see 
the gunner dart to the left side 
of his machine gun, away from 
the white flashes that were 
going off just yards from his 
position at the bottom of the 
angled ramp. 

A close miss, I thought, and 
why wouldn't an insurgent try 
and take down the plump and 
slow rising target? The gunner 
moved right back to his posi- 
tion behind his gun, and anoth- 
er check of the human cargo 
that was squeezed into every 
seat of the Chinook revealed no 
discernible reactions. With the 
ramp open, the twin rotors 
above were deafening and com- 
municating was not an option. 
Once at cruising altitude the 
Chinook can reach 200 mph, 
and within minutes Iraq's own

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were just chaffing flares, sir, 
no worries.” 

Chaffing flares are released 
either automatically, to divert 
any heat seeking surface to air 
missile when the helo's sensors 
detect any electronic tracking 
below, or by the pilots when the 
lead bird in any formation is 
turning sharply. 

He's right, I thought, there 
were no more worries for me, I 
had reached my destination. 
Reaching the edge of the air- 
field, I turned back and 
watched the two Chinooks lift 
off and away, several more 
stops ahead of them. I offered 
a quick prayer for their safety 
and walked off to find the PAX 
Terminal. For America, it had 
been a terrible day in Iraq. 

The small terminal next to 
the helicopter landing field 
inside the Green Zone is open 
24/7, and most of the time 
bustling with activity. I had 
arrived there from BIAP via 
Blackhawk late in the after- 
noon, and after checking in 
with the fantastic men and 
women that staff the Army 
press office inside the US 
Embassy, I had returned to set- 
tle in and wait for my flight to 
Taji. There is a comfortable 
room set up inside the 
Embassy for media waiting to 
be transported out, but the peo- 
ple-watching at the landing 
zone terminal is far more inter- 
esting. Saturday was no excep- 
tion, and over the next several 
hours, soldiers, marines, spe- 
cial operators, and various 


friendships. It's unlikely that 


safe, and far preferable to the 
highways which hide so many 
IED's. The lingering question, 
however, is will these incidents 
remain occasional? In late 
November an F-16 fighter jet 
was providing CAS (close air 
support) to a small Ameican 
ground force below when it 
crashed just north of Fallujah. 
Insurgents claimed to have 
shot the plane down with a 
Strela missile, something an 
American military spokesman 
denied. 

Shoulder fire Strela missiles 
are Russian made and 
portable. The newer genera- 
tions cannot be defeated with 
chaffing flares, and they are 
responsible for the downing of 
several of the worlds most 
sophisticated attack _heli- 
copters, the $20 million dollar 
Apaches. They are a helicopter 
pilot's worst nightmare and, 
presumably, American intelli- 
gence assets and special forces 
units spend serious time hunt- 
ing down anyone purported to 
be in possession of them. More 
problematic is preventing them 
from entering the country. 
Over the last year there have 
been alarming news reports of 
Russia selling newer genera- 
tion Strelas to both Syria and 
Iran (for details, google: 
Russian Strela Iran Syria). It 
is widely known that the scores 
of Russian helicopters shot 
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down by the mujahideen dur- + 
ing their disastrous war with 
Afghanistan were the direct - 
result of America arming the + 
Afghan muj. Is Mother Russia 
seeking her revenge? Whether { 
Russia's motivation is blodd- : 
lust or economic is irrelevabt. 
The missiles have been sold, ;

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Czech Yourself 


After getting 
nearly run over by 
double decker 


buses in London, braving the turbulence. 
from the windstorm that overtook Europe 
en route to Munich, and having my first 
(and presumably last) taste of goulash, I 
am here in Prague, alive and well. 

To be as simple and accurate as possible, 
Prague is beautiful. Between the medieval 
architecture, timeless landmarks like the 
Astrological Clock and Charles Bridge, and 
the skyline bespeckled with various cas- 
tles, it's hard to not walk around with your 
jaw open so wide that it's practically 
seraping the cobblestone roads. I've spent 
the past few days briefly exploring sections 
of Prague including the Jewish Quarter, 
Old Town, and Wenceslas Square and 
intend to visit each even more. I still have 
no idea where anything is, but I'm guessing 
that will change more and more over the 
course of the semester. 

But, let me just say something. I'll admit 
it when I set out on my journey to Europe, 
| had some preconceived ideas about what 
it would be like. I thought that I'd ease into 
my surroundings as flawlessly as camou- 
flage, that I'd be spending my days enjoy- 
ing exotic meals and that my travel books 
would have all the answers. Instead, I 
found myself fumbling with the strange 
currency in my wallet, fearing the foreign 
cuisine, and having my carry-on and shoes 
checked for explosives, and all of this was 


before I completed going through security 
at Logan International Airport. 

Of all the things that have affected me in 
my first week as a foreign student, the one 
that has boggled me the most is what the 
well-traveled call “culture shock," or 
adapting to foreign customs, mannerisms 
and traditions when living in a new coun- 
try. Coming from America, it's hard to 
imagine a place without McDonald's, 
WalMart's, and Dunkin Donuts' lining the 
streets, and outgoing people discussing the 
weather at the train station. Instead, it is 
rare for the Czech people to be social with 
strangers, and instead of Wal Mart there is 
a shopping mecca called Tesco which is 
part Wal Mart, part Market Basket, part 
Best Buy, and part Office Max - and the 
entire four story junction houses no 
English speaking employees. I was also 
warned that the shopping in Tesco can get 
crowded and fierce and that the elderly 
women of the community are particularly 
violent with their shopping carts. In fact, 
the last thing our resident coordinator said 
on the subject of Tesco and elderly women 
was, “Look out for the backs of your 
ankles.” 1 was almost disappointed to find 
that the evening I chose to go to Tesco was 
uncrowded, calm, and clear of any poten- 
tial achilles killer wielding a cane and 
shopping cart. 

When I arrived in the Czech Republic, we 
stopped at the Pilsner Brewery for lunch 
where I felt brave and ordered a beef

goulash and a water. I had an inkling that 
when the goulash came I wouldn't enjoy it, 
but never did I imagine I would be sur- 
prised by the water. Upon the first sip, my 
eyes watered and I realized that it was car- 
bonated. Since then, every water I order 
has to be accompanied with the demand, 
"No gas, please." 

Maybe my culture shock stems from the 
dreary, communist-era student hostel 
we're staying in, and that our beds are 
made of couch coushins, covered with one 
white, hole-ridden sheet. Maybe it's the 
traditional Czech breakfast that consists of 
an endless supply of cheese and stale 
bread. Or, maybe it's attempting to speak 
an unfamiliar tongue that often leaves out 
vowels and has 40 letters instead of 26. 

While I'm positive I'll never get used to 
eating cheese sandwhiches on stale bread 
for breakfast, I'm confident I'll eventually 
be able to do a little more than point and 
make absurb charade-like movements to 
order some pizza until my stomach adjusts 
to the weight of dumplings. And, I'm even 
more confident that as time goes on, I'll be 
able to bridge the language gap and have a 
friendly, and very basic, conversation with 
a native Czech speaker. It's the lack of 
creature comforts that send the bewildered 
and weary traveller into this state of cul- 
ture shock and the only cure is waiting it 
out, or in my case, just dealing with it and 
enjoying the ride to immersion.

TEWKSBURY- Are you plan- 
ning to travel abroad?

Postmaster Joanna M. Louf, 
noting the closeness of the date 
to Valentine's Day, said the 
event is being billed as "Take 
Your Sweetheart Away Day.” 

She said applications are 
accepted in Tewksbury Post 
Office Mondays to Fridays from 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. and Saturdays 
from 9 a.m. to 12 noon. 

There are new regulations 
requiring a passport for all air 
and sea travel to and from 
Canada, Mexico, Central and 
South America, the Caribbean, 
and Bermuda. These new rules 
took effect Jan. 8, she said. 
Additionally, beginning Jan. 1, 
2008 this requirement will 
extend to all land border cross- 
ings as well as air and sea trav- 
el. 

Louf said minor children 
applying for a passport must be 
accompanied by both parents if 
they are under 14 years of age, 
and one parent must be present 


for children 14 to 17-years-old. 
"These special "Passport Day" 
Saturday hours should prove to 
be helpful to persons with chil- 
dren who need passports”, 

The Post Office also takes 
passport photos for $15, she 
said, making the procedure a 
one-stop process. 

She recommended persons 
apply for their passport at least 
two months or earlier before 
their departure to avoid extra 
costs to expedite an applica- 
tion. 

Other requirements in apply- 
ing for a passport, she said, 
include: Evidence of citizen- 
ship, two passport photos, and 
current photo identification. 

Passport fees can be paid by 
check or cash. Passports cost a 
total of $97 for persons 16 years 
of age and over; $82 for persons 
under age 16, and $67 for pass- 
ports being renewed.

Senator Tarr backs Working Families Tax Credit 
Republican Policy Conference prioritizes affordability 


BOSTON - Senate Assistant 
Minority Leader, Bruce Tarr 
(R-Gloucester) and the mem- 
bers of the Republican Policy 
Conference are sponsoring a 
comprehensive tax credit plan 
to make Massachusetts more 
affordable for middle income 
families. The bill is to help the 
Commonwealth’s many resi- 
dents to cope with the State's 
high cost of living, and is a 
major priority of the confer- 
ence, of which Tarr is the 
Senate Chair. 

“Too many everyday costs of 
living are putting pressure on 
the working families of our 
state. They need and deserve 
relief. Moreover, the economic 
future of our state depends on 
people being able to stay here 
and work here,” said Senator 
Tarr 

The innovative bill is known 
as the “Working Families Tax 
Credit,” the legislation would 
allow taxpayers to claim up to 
$20,000 in deductions on their 
state income tax return to off- 
set a variety of everyday living 
expenses, including rent, utili- 
ties, college tuition and child 
care. 

Under the GOP proposal, tax- 
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payers can choose one or more 
deductions from a “checklist” 
of qualifying § expenses. 
Deductions will range from $500 
for property or casualty insur- 
ance costs on a primary resi- 
dence to as much as $6,000 for 
mortgage expenses. Collective- 
ly, the total deduction claimed 
by any taxpayer can not exceed 
$20,000 in any given tax year. 

“We tried to make this plan as 
broad-based as possible so that 
more would qualify for relief,” 
said Senate Minority Leader 
Richard R. Tisei (R-Wakefield). 
“Depending on their personal 
circumstances, some taxpayers 
will get a small credit, while 
others will be able to claim the 
full deduction.” 

“Until we make 
Massachusetts more afford- 
able, we will continue to see 
residents pulling up stakes and 
moving to other parts of the 
country,” said House Minority 
Leader Brad Jones (R-North 
Reading). “The Working 
Families Tax Credit is a key 
component of our effort to turn 
that trend around and keep peo- 
ple at home in the Bay State.” 

Republican Senate and House 
members are now working 


together to develop new ideas 
that will improve the lives of 
Massachusetts residents 
through the newly created 
Republican Policy Conference 
that both Senator Tarr and 
Representative Loscocco (R- 
Holliston) chair. 

The tax credit is one of sever- 
al initiatives that Republicans 
are offering this session to try 
to stop the exodus of residents 
from Massachusetts. More 
than 250,000 people have left the 
state over the last four years, 
due primarily to high housing 
and insurance costs 

Highlights of the Working 
Families Tax Credit legislation 
include: 

_ an expansion of the existing 
rental deduction, which will 
increase from $3,000 to $4,500; 

_ the introduction of a new 
mortgage interest deduction for 
a primary residence, which will 
be capped at $6,000; 

_ the creation of a $500 deduc- 
tion for property or casualty 
insurance costs associated with 
a primary residence; 

_ the establishment of a $2,500 
utility deduction, which will 
allow residents to offset costly 
expenses such as water, sewer, 
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electricity, home heating oil, 
natural gas and propane; 

_ an increase in the standard 
child care deduction, which for 
a single child will rise from 
$4,800 to $5,520, and from $9,600 
to $11,040 for parents with two 
or more dependents; and 

an expanded student loan 
interest deduction, which will 
now be available not only to 
undergraduate students, but 
also graduate students pursu- 
ing an advanced degree. 

The tax credit package algo 
offers an additional benefit to 
parents sending a child to col- 
lege. Under current tax law, 
when a student is enrolled in a 
two or four year college, par- 
ents can claim a credit equal to 
the amount by which the tuition 
payments exceed 25 percent ‘of 
their adjusted gross income. 
The new proposal expands elf- 
gibility by allowing for the 
deduction of tuition costs thgt 
exceed 15 percent of adjusted 
gross income. 

Republican legislators hdve 
been working closely with the 
Department of Revenue to 
determine the fiscal impact the 
tax credit proposal will have on 
the state.

Stavro was transported by 
Tewksbury ambulance 
(Wilmington's ambulance was 
out on another call) to Saints 
Memorial Medical Center in 
Lowell for injuries sustained in 
the crash. He was released 
later that night 

The scene played out at 
approximately 2:30 p.m. as 
buses were pulling into the 
North Intermediate School and 
children were being released. 
The faculty and staff of the 


school acted quickly and got all 
of the children back into the 
school. 

“The people. at the North 
Intermediate did a great job 
securing the students in that 
situation,” said Wilmington 
Deputy Police Chief Robert 
Richter.

negligently ag, to endanger, 
operating a motor vehicle with 
a suspended driver's license, 
speeding, making unsafe lane 
changes, and a stop sign viola- 
tion. 

Ortiz, who was recently 
released from jail on parole, is 
being held without bail 

The passenger, Christopher 
Ramirez, 20, of 11 Charles 
Street in Haverhill, was 
charged with receiving a stolen 
motor vehicle and receiving 
stolen property. 

Bail for Ramirez was set at 
$25,000 and he was released the 
next day. 

“Our officers did a great job 
and made a great arrest,” 
Richter said. “Damage to 
cruisers can be fixed. I'm just 
glad that everyone came home 
safely.” 

According to Richter, 
Wilmington detectives will 
work with Lowell and with 
other departments in the area 
to determine whether Ortiz and 
Ramirez are responsible for 
other unsolved burglaries.

Sean Williams and Akida 
McLain blew it. They blew it 
big time. When Boston College 
.basketball coach Al Skinner 
dismissed the two repeat 
offenders from the team last 
week, he was sending a mes- 
Sage, not only to his team, but 
to young athletes playing 
every sport everywhere, at 
every level of competition. If 
you are a youth, junior high 
school or varsity athlete any- 
where today, you should clip 
this sad story and tack it up 
over your bed and read it 
every night before your head 
hits the pillow. 

There are many lessons to be 
learned here. Even if the two 
BC juniors don’t learn any- 
thing from this sad story, per- 
haps someone else will eventu- 
ally learn to Do The Right 
Thing at a young age. The 
DRT phrase has become a part 
of my life-style mantra over 
the years, and its’ helped me 
through some sticky situations 
when immaturity might have 
clouded my judgment. Believe 
me, if you think about those 
words long enough, at some 
point the right way to go about 
life sinks in. 

Saturday, without the play- 
ers, the Eagles were ripped by 
Clemson, 74-54 in ACC action. 
But, it wasn’t the loss that 
really mattered. Losing the 
two players, most notably 
Williams, effectively ended 
any chance at an ACC 
Championship or a nice post- 
season run for this team. 

Williams was ‘only’ averag- 
ing 5.1 blocks, 12.1 points and 
6.9 rebounds in 32.2 minutes 
over the first four games of the 
ACC season. Boston College 
had four conference wins. 
Duke had none. Things were 
looking up for the Eagles and 
for Williams, who was project- 
ed as a first round pick in the 
NBA. Williams is that defen- 
sive stopper in the middle, a 
talent that is not easily found 
these days. 

Now, Williams must hope 
that the message finally sinks, 
in, while wishing that’ some 
NBA team values blocked 
shots over common sense. The 
6-10 center has lost this season 
and the millions of dollars he 
would surely have earned as a 
top draft pick. 

Williams and McLain have 
been suspended in the past by 
Skinner after various brushes 
with the law, Williams was sus- 
pended in his freshmen year 
for possession of marijuana 
and underage drinking, while 
McLain was told to go home 
for seven games at the start of 
last season after he passed 
bogus bills in Pittsburgh. 

Not only did their coach give 
the two players one chance, he 
gave them a couple. Did either 
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of them Do The Right Thing, 
straighten up, and think about 
the consequences of their 
actions? Apparently not. 

What happened to these two 
college players too often is a 
pattern among young athletes. 
They are told at a still-develop- 
ing age that because they excel 
at a sport, they are ‘special’ 
people. If they are outstanding 
at any sport, at any age, even 
at the junior high school or 
even youth sports level, the 
thought process gets skewed 
along the way. ‘Special’ might 
just mean that you can ‘skate’ 
through life. Break a rule 
whenever you want to, because 
there will always be a second 
chance. After all, you are an 
athlete. Playing a sport makes 
you ‘special. You probably 
have your own set of rules. 

Shooting a basketball at a 
high percentage or hitting a 
baseball (Manny, are you lis- 
tening?) does not give anyone 
the right to take life’s rules 
and the law lightly. If you are 
a superstar, rules are not-made 
to be broken. 

What's important in this situ- 
ation is not the millions of dol- 
lars that Williams stands to 
lose, or the college statistics 
that now he won’t compile, but 
the cold, hard fact that he let 
his teammates and his school 
down. 

The other players on this 
team were counting on 
Williams to lead them to a win- 
ning) season- _ together. 
McLain’s contribution off the 
bench cannot be shortchanged. 
He was, after all, part of the 
team. Team. What a concept. 

If you think none of these 
lessons will ever translate to 
the everyday workplace, think 
again. Selfish individuality 
eventually sours many employ- 
ers. Anyone helping any work- 
place to function as a unit is 
refreshing, and usually an 
employee that is a ‘team’ play- 
er is valued highly wherever 
he or she chooses to head 

When athletes, parents or 
even coaches get a case of 
what I call ‘athletic tunnel- 
vision’, problems are bound to 
arise. Many years ago, when I 


tell young players that if being 
good at any sport helped them 
to get a college education via 
a scholarship of any kind, then 
they were way ahead in 
preparing for life in the ‘real’ 
world. 

Being good at anything in life 
doesn’t mean that you get to 
break the rules. Athletes 
should not have lifelong ‘get 
out of jail’ free cards. I'd 
rather coach a player who is 


walk the straight line and 
Selfish acts lead to negative 
feelings that will eventually 
rot a team at its’ core. 

Give Boston College and 
Skinner an A plus for how they 
dealt with this situation. The 
school sacrificed victories to 
make a point to its’ athletes 
that just making an attempt at 
following the rules doesn’t 
make it. Toe the line and do it. 
Break the rules or be gone. 
What a concept. 

Even if the two Boston 
College kids learn nothing 
from their dismissal from this 
team, they have provided the 
world with a valuable service. 
Believe or not, others do learn 
from examples of bad behav- 
ior, especially young people. 
Skinner had laid down condi- 
tions that the two players 
failed to comply with. They 
were even suspended at the 
start of this season for acade- 
mic reasons. 

Young athletes out there 
should follow this sad story 
and learn from it. If you are 
good at any sport, don’t simply 
discount someone that you 
might consider a geek because 
he or she is not athletic. That 
kid just might be° working 
beside you someday. That kid 
just might be your boss some- 
day in the ‘real’ world. 

Someday, most of you will no 
longer play a sport. That will 
be the day when you can look 
back with pride’ in knowing 
that you Did The Right Thing, 
learned some important life 
lessons, and responded posi- 
tively when give a second, or 
perhaps even a third chance. 

Hang up this sad Boston 
College story and read it night- 
ly until the newsprint fades 
and yellows and you become 
an adult- a good person that 
learned something valuable 
from playing a sport. Scoring 
points in life is not bad. It 
might not be simple. Just 
make an attempt. You might 
even like it. Just Do The Right 
Thing.

What would you do if someone fell to the 
ground in an epileptic seizure? What if that some- 
One were your four-year-old daughter? 

People will have the chance to learn more 
about Epilepsy and to help fund research on 
the neurological disease during the Epilepsy 
Foundation of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island's Epilepsy Awareness Cabin Fever 
Frolic, Friday, February 2, 2007, at 
Antonia's on the Beach, 492 Revere 
Beach Blvd., Revere. At the same 
time they will be honoring 
Wakefield resident Natalia Reed, 4 
1/2, who suffers from the disease. 

Michelle Reed, Natalia's moth- 
er said, “Natalia is being honored} 
as a spokesperson telling about 
her experiences as a person with 
Epilepsy.” 

Although at a young age the girl, 

a pre-school student at Wakefield's 
Woodville Elementary School, has had 
quite a bit of experience. She has been 
in and out of hospitals since she was 
born. 

Her mother has a locked box full 
of Nedications for the child, kept 
loced up so that Natalia's younger 
brother Nathan, 3, can't get at them accidentally. 

Despite all of the medications, Natalia still suffers from gran 
mal seizures and to prevent this, a special simulator has been 
placed in her body. It sends out an electronic jolt that stimulates 
her nerves in an attempt to stabilize them. 

However, the Reeds keep a. ial magnet handy in case a 
seizure does occur. It is placed r Natalia's arm and signals the 


implant to start working in a different signature. 
According to Reed, it was noticed that something was wrong 
with Natalia while she was still a fetus. Doctors noted that she was-

n't meeting certain bench- 
marks of growth. while in the 
womb. She was taken by 
Cesarean Section at eight 
months and at that time it was 
discovered that the baby was 
born with a hole in her heart. 

“The neurologists have no 
idea what caused it,” Reed said. 
“It could be several factors. We 
just want to know how to fix it.” 

She added, “We were hoping 
for brain surgery for Natalia, 
but because the disease is in the 
two frontal lobes, that can't 
happen.” 

Epilepsy can be hereditary. 
However, the first sign of it in 
Natalia's family was when Mrs. 
Reed suffered a coma while on 
vacation. It is not known what 
brought on the coma but it is 
suspected that she suffered a 
combination of meningitis and 
a fall. 

However, doctors said that 
because she was not born with 
the disease she would probably 
not pass it on to any children. 
Of her two children, only 
Natalia has the affliction. 

According to the Epilepsy 
Foundation, “Epilepsy is a neu- 
rological condition that makes 
people susceptible to seizures. A 
seizure is a change in sensa- 
tion, awareness, or behavior 
brought about by a brief electri- 
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cal disturbance in the brain. 

“Seizures vary from a 
momentary disruption of the 
senses, to short periods of 
unconsciousness or staring 
spells, to convulsions. Some 
people have just one type of 
seizure, Others have more than 
one type. 

Although they look different, 
all seizures are caused by the 
same thing: a sudden change in 
how the cells of the brain send 
electrical signals to each other.” 

Reed said, “People don't 
realize how serious epilepsy is. 
A seizure can take over your 
body; the organs can shut down 
and a person can die.” 

She added, “I used to be 
afraid when I seized. I get a 
horrible smell.” 


It is that smell that helps her 
to recognize that a seizure is 
coming on. At one time she was 
driving and was able to stop her 
car and run into a nearby pizza 
shop to get help before falling to 
her knees. 

As for Natalia, all of her 
teachers at school are trained 
in ways to help her. The first 
thing they do is make her com- 
fortable and then call for the 
school nurse. The nurse's office 
is only a few feet away from 
Natalia's classroom 

According to Reed, Natalia 
will sometimes turn blue due to 
the lack of oxygen before she 
can be brought out of the 
seizure. 

Due to Natalia's affliction, 
the Reeds are attempting to sell 
their beautiful, old colonial in a 
very nice section of Wakefield's 
West Side. Reed said that the 
house was too large with too 
many rooms for Natalia. 

Because of the size of the 
house and its steam heat sys- 
tem, it is too dangerous for 
Natalia to live there.

The Reeds moved into the 
house before it was realized 
how bad Natalia's epilepsy is. 
Another aspect is that the back- 
yard, although spacious, does 
not have enough soft earth for a 
play space. 

If Natalia seizes inside the 
house it is feared she will hit 
her head on the iron radiators. 
If she falls outside she will hit 
her head on the asphalt drive- 
way. 

For the most part, when the 
young girl is at home with her 
family she stays in a special 
room that has been child- 
proofed for her. The room is 
also outfitted with a monitor so 
that the parents can keep an 
ear on the girl while she is 
sleeping or playing 

Reed turned to the Epilepsy 
Foundation of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island for help in 
dealing with her daughter's 
condition. The group then 
turned around and enlisted the 
very active woman's assistance 
in volunteering on a fundraiser 
held last fall. 

Because of her success, the 
Foundation decided to dedicate 
their Annual Cabin Fever Frolic 
event to Natalia. The night 
promises to be a good one with 
food, fun, music and both a 
silent and open auction. 

Reed has contacted several 
local businesses who have 
donated wonderful items for the 
auctions and raffles.
